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BobVIcek suniives near-fatal lightning strike 


Bob Vlcek, 40, of Sierra Madre doesn’t need 
to be struck by lightning to recognize a miracle 
when he sees one. Or perhaps he does, because 
that is exactly what happened to the Sierra Madrean 
recently, and he has lived to tell about it. 

Every part of the ordeal seems almost mi¬ 
raculous, with everyone who could be of the most 
help carefully in place, Vlcek explained. 

Chronologically, Vlcek, his oldest son, Bobby, 
16, also of Sierra Madre, and Vlcek’s younger 
brother, Joe, of San Pedro, were archery hunting 
deer Saturday evening, Aug. 18, about 5 p.m. at 
Bald Mountain near June Lake in the Mammoth 
area when a storm came up. 

Vlcek said they were about a mile from the 
car and decided to run back as quickly as possible. 
About 300 yards from the car, Vlcek and his son 
came to what Vlcek described as “a mound,” 
and the Sierra Madre man instructed his son to go 
around one side of the mound and he would go 
around the other. By now the thunder and lightning 
were coming on stronger. 

Vlcek remembers nothing of being struck by 
lightning, but recalls lying on the ground with his 


brother looking down at him. His brother shook 
him and he asked his brother what had happened 
to him. 

“Bob, you were struck by lightning.” The 
men said a quick prayer at that moment. Mean¬ 
while, Bobby Vlcek was waiting in the car, having 
nearly been hit by lightning on his way from the 
mound. 

About 1000 yards away in a tower was a 
ranger, sweeping the area for fires . . . another 
actor carefully placed. 

Joe Vlcek ran to him and told him what had 
happened, then ran to the car to get Bobby and 
some sleeping bags with which they covered Vlcek. 

The ranger immediately called Mammoth Hos¬ 
pital. Just two weeks before, the ambulance had 
been prepared to assist someone like Vlcek who 
was struck by lightning . . . another part of the 
miracle. 

Vlcek said as his brother and son covered him 
with the sleeping bags and talked with him, “I 
felt like life was leaving me. I had a strong 
sense of peace, that I’d be with the Lord. I had 
no fear, just sadness at leaving my loved ones. I

said to them, ‘I think I’m going to die. Tell 
Linda (his wife) I love her.’ Then I told my son 
to tell Gary and Stephen, my other sons, that I 
loved them.” 

At that moment he passed out and the next 
thing he remembers are the paramedics preparing 
him for the ambulance ride to Mammoth. As they 
put him on the stretcher, they were in radio 
contact with the emergency room at the hospital 
and were calling in the different first-, second-, 
and third-degree burns to the doctor. 

The final piece of the miracle fell into place 
when the doctor who was to treat Vlcek was 
Dr. Thom Merry, the same doctor who treated pro¬ 
fessional golfer Lee Trevino when he was struck by 
lightning while on a golf course several years ago. 

Merry has done extensive study on lightning 
burns and Vlcek said he could not have had a 
better doctor on hand. 

“They brought me in and started going over 
me. I had a perforated left ear drum and a 
burn in my scalp where the lighning had entered 
my body, then a burn in the hollow of my 
throat, and the lightning had apparently shot down 
to my metal belt buckle. My belt just exploded. 

I have a bad burn down my right leg and apparently 
the lightning exited out the right side of that 
shoe. My Adida had a terrific hole in it but the 
shoe remained on my foot,” Vlcek said. 

The doctor looked Vlcek over and told him, 
“There’s no logical reason you should be here.” 
The Sierra Madrean had withstood the life-threaten¬ 
ing bolt of lightning, and after three days in 
intensive care, came home in his brother’s auto. 

“No one could believe my body strength had 
come back so quickly,” Vlcek explained. 

Vlcek commended his son’s inner strength dur¬ 
ing the crisis and expressed his pride in the 
i6-y ear-old. 

Bobby Vlcek told The News, “It was a 
pretty big ordeal. After we prayed together (im¬ 
mediately after the accident), a big rainbow came 
out. It was something I won’t forget.” 

Is the Sierra Madrean in particularly good phy¬ 
sical condition? As a Sparkletts water man, Vlcek 
says he walks a great deal and that keeps him healthy. 


He added that the burns are healing well and that 
doctors say he has a 50-50 chance of his hearing 
returning in his left ear. If it does not return nor¬ 
mally, they will do a skin graft, he explained. 

Vlcek said, “The outpouring of love from the 
church (Sierra Madre Congregational Church) to my 
family was tremendous. You don’t realize what 
something like this means until something like this 
happens.” 

How does Vlcek feel about his life now? “I’m 
glad to be alive. I believe it’s going to change my 
life. I believe it’s going to be for the better.”

Transportation needs assessment 
creates community questions 


There will be a public hearing concerning the 
possible rate increase requested by Group W Cable 
TV at the regular Sierra Madre City Council meeting 
Sept. 25. Anyone who has questions or wishes 
clarification should attend this meeting at the 
council chambers at 7:30 p.m. that Tuesday evening. 

Judy Webb, head of the transportation sub¬ 
committee of the Sierra Madre Commission on 
Aging, Inc., gave a three-point proposal to the 
City Council in the public hearing concerning the 
needs assessment and transportation report for the 
city. 

The group has met with Daniel Benson & 
Associates, transportation consultants, and has 
come up with the following suggestions: they believe 
an expanded system is necessary with concern over 
purchasing a van. They also think the city needs a 
transit shelter with a phone, map of transit lines, 
and perhaps a direct dispatch phone system, all 
to be located within city-loaned land on the south 
side of Howie’s. 

The third point Webb brought up for the group 
included the need for an advertising budget so that 
more people would know about the present 
S.M.A.R.T. system implemented within the town 
right now. 

“We’re thinking of sending out a brochure in 
the water bill. We believe that once we get more 
word out the system will feed itself,” Webb told 
the governing body. 

Benson, speaking for his consulting firm, said 
his recommended plan includes a Dial-a-Ride, a 
transit center, administrative costs and “the need 
to enhance the budget for developing and expanding 
for the first year.” 

Laurie Cooper asked if there is an end to the 
Proposition A (transportation) funds after three 
years, and Benson said the 50-cent fare for RTD 
ends June 30, 1985. “Othe funds to replace those 
funds will probably go up to 85 cents or $1,” 
he replied. 

Cooper also urged the group that the reduction 
in fare should be based on handicap, not on age. 

Irene Tornheim, senior citizen counselor for 
Sierra Madre, requested transportation to Pasadena 
for the seniors for certain medical treatments. She 
also said one of the problems in the present system 
was that the proposed schedule did not include 
proper times for the ill to get to doctors’ appoint¬ 
ments. 


Herb Shollenberger, who owns one of the 
three taxi services serving the S.M.A.R.T. transpor¬ 
tation system for the community, reported that he 
had given 1088 rides to 80 different users from

Additional personnel expenses 
amount to $1 billion over three years, 
e Private sector Inventory replenishment 
techniques could save the government 
$4.6 billion over three years, 
e It costa the Army $4.20 to process 
a payroll check vs. a $1 average In the 
private sector. 

e The Federal government does not ne¬ 
gotiate volume discounts on Its enormous 
freight charges. 

e The General Services Administration 
employs 17 times as many peopis and 
spends almost 14 times as much on total 
management costs as a comparable pri¬ 
vate sector firm with similar respon¬ 
sibilities. 

e Pension benefits for the Civil Service 
Retirement System are three times those 
In the private sector. 

e Average use of Federal vehicles (ex¬ 
cluding the Postal Service) Is 9000 miles 
per year, which Is 64% less than the 
26,000 miles per year that private rental 
firms consider to be effective use. Failure 
tc recondition vehicles prior to resale, as 
Is common In the private sector, lowers 
the government’s resale revenues by $15.8 
million over throe years.

State Health Director Peter Rank Is 
reminding parents that California schools 
will be enforcing stringent Immunization 
requirements when school resumes In 
September. 

Parents of children entering kinder¬ 
garten or changing schools must present 
an Immunization record giving dates when 
each of the required Immunizations was 
received, he noted. 

Legally required Immunizations for 
school children will be given Wednes¬ 
day, Aug. 29; Wednesdsy, Sept. 5; and 
Thursday, Sept. 6 at the Health Services 
Clinic, Room 2, Pasadena Unified School 
District, 351 South Hudson Avenue, Pasa¬ 
dena, CA 91109 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The California School Law requires 
that all students have Immunization re¬ 
cords showing that they have had DPT 
(diptherla - pertussis - tetanus), polio, 
meaales, mumps and rubella Innocula- 
tlons and tests for tuberculosis. If these 
requirements are not met, students will 
be stopped from attending classes.

Somewhere in Northern California, just 
outside the town of Oroville, is a boarded-up 
diamond mine. Once the largest hydraulic gold 
mine in operation, it was soon closed after 
California passed the anti-hydraulic mining 
law in 1893. 

Mike Maher was the first to find a 
diamond at the Cherokee mine. No one 
believed him. There were others too who 
found diamonds, but no one believed them. 
However, when an old, weathered prospector 
was said to have sold three of the blue rocks 
to a jeweler in San Francisco for $8000, 
people believed! 

Research into the area around Cherokee 
found it abounded in kimberlite, a blue vol¬ 
canic clay. (Kimberlite and diamonds go 
together like bacon and tomato sandwiches 
on toast). 

It wasn’t long before the United States 
Diamond Company was founded, with one of 
the founders — a man named Cooney — 
being a diamond expert from South Africa. 
Cooney knew his business well. Stock doubled 
in value, then tripled in value. That is, 
until a San Francisco newspaper reminded its 
readers about a similar diamond hoax a few 
years before. Stock dropped to a mere three 
cents a share. 

Cooney, being the humanitarian he was, 
bought up 90% of the stock. He was said 
to be seen several times with another man 
named Schuyler, who just happened to be with 
the DeBeers Syndicate, which owned 88% 
of the “world’s” diamond production. Cooney 
suddenly moved to Oregon and Schuyler 
disappeared. And that’s that. 

Almost 100 years later, the mine is still 
boarded up. Its location is well known, but 
instead of producing diamonds, it is only 
producing history, simply because no one really 
knows who has title to it. 

So the next time you are rockhounding 
and just happen to be in Oroville, save that 
blue rock. It might not be a gold nugget, 
but there is a slight possibility it just could 
be worth a heck of a lot more.

Although women throughout the centuries have 
been cautioning the world that their job as home¬ 
makers is more than something to laugh off, Har¬ 
riet Lyle is doing something about it. 

Lyle, Sierra Madre, is teaching a home manage¬ 
ment class this fall, beginning Sept. 11, at Mother’s 
Club, 526 E. Orange Grove, Pasadena. Focus will 
be on kitchen and cooking, the home itself, the 
yard and garden, desk work and Hnances and on 
being a parent.

involved ia running a household. It is a unique 
class and is open to men and older men and 
women, besides women,” Lyle told The News. 

In her cldss she explores problems in the kitchen, 
what works and what doesn’t work.

Dec. 15, 1983, through June 30. He urged City 
Council members not abandon the present S.M.A.R.T. 
system. 

When queried by Councilman Sam Simpson 
and Mayor Pro Tern Charles Corp, Shollenberger 
said, “1 have no objection to driving the city’s van.” 

Corp asked Shollenberger, “If we purchase a 
van, it wouldn’t be impossible for you to run a 
service?” 

Shollenberger answered, “Not as long as I have 
the contract to run the van.” 

Then he offered, “The Chamber of Commerce 
is unalterably opposed to taking anyone out of town.” 

Webb interceded immediately, “It’s not fair to 
say what other people said. The bottom line is 
that we are here to serve all the people. The money 
should be used in as many diverse ways as possible. 
We are dealing with a lot of unknowns. We can’t 
say that just because this is the way it’s been for six 
months that this is the way it’s going to be. We can’t 
say this interim system is all we need . . . We 
haven’t done enough good advertising in the paper.” 

Benson explained that his plan continues and 
“gives smooth transition from one to the other 
type of transportation. We believe you can get more 
ridership — not only through marketing but through 
expanded service . . . My experience is if you have 
lift equipment (as the van or mini-bus would have) 
you’ll find that more other people will use it . . , 
The contractor would take care of insurance, upkeep, 
supervision.” He told the group that operators of 
a van could break even immediately. 

Webb said, “We need to get a system then 
advertise. The taxi doesn’t meet the needs of 
handicapped and we need to make transportation 
available to all citizens.” 

Councilmen asktd Benson to come back with 
an expanded proposal concerning a shelter with a 
phone.

concerned. She assists them with their manage¬ 
ment skills and tries to help them make important 
decisions within their homes. 

“Should you fight organization? No, you need 
to gather around you people and things you enjoy 
and have a house you enjoy,” Lyle said. 

The Sierra Madrean believes that her life as a 
biologist helped her to organize her own home 
since “labs are well-organized.” However, she says, 
she found she needed help when she became a 
homemaker. And there were no other types of 
classes in which she could learn how to run a 
home. A need became a reality and she is now 
writing her class lessons into a book. 

Lyle explains the class as a stimulus for a 
homemaker. The working woman has a strong 
structure but outside work puts pressure on her, 
Lyle says. The homemaker can pace herself so her 
work gets done with as little effort as possible. 

The class in home management begins Tuesday, 
Sept. 11, from 9-11:30 a.m, at Mother’s Club, 
526 E. Orange Grove in Pasadena. 

Her husband is a professor and chairman of 
the Dept, of Landscape Architecture at Cal Poly. 
Alex, her son, is a sophomore at Pasadena High

Frozen Peach Parfalta 

4 medium-sized ripe peaches, peeled 
and pureed 
1 '/2 C sugar 
4 eggs, separated 
V* tsp. cream of tartar 
Vi Corange juice 
1 tsp. orange extract 
1 C cream, whipped 
Place pureed peaches in top of double 
boiler; stir in 1 cup of sugar and egg yolks. 
Cook the peach mixture, stirring constantly 
over simmering water 10 minutes or until 
thickened slightly and mixture coats a metal 
spoon. Remove from heat and cool completely. 

Combine remaining Vi cup sugar with 
cream of tartar and orange juice in a small 
saucepan. Heat slowly, stirring constantly until 
sugar dissolves, then cook rapidly, without 
stirring to the softball stage (a spoonful of 
syrup will form a soft ball when dropped 
in cold water). 

Meanwhile beat egg whites in a large 
bowl until they form soft peaks. Gradually 
pour in hot syrup in a thin stream, beating 
constantly until meringue stands in firm peaks; 
beat in orange flavoring. 

Beat cream in medium-sized bowl. Fold 
cooled peach custard, then whipped cream into 
meringue until thoroughly mixed. Carefully 
spoon into parfait glasses (which have been 
prepared with a 2” stand-up collar around 
the top of the glass. 

Freeze several hours or overnight. When 
ready to serve, carefully peel off collar and 
garnish each with whipped cream and a peach 
slice.
